ROUEN DAMAGE 


Paris Radio announced last night 
that Rouen and Nantes were also 
raided yesterday afternoon, and 
that considerable damage was 
caused in Rouen. The suburbs of 
Paris and Versailles were also 
bombed, 

Between 500 and 750 heavy 
bombers attacked the two main 
lines across the French Alps. Along 
the double-track Mount Cepis rail- 
way from Turin to Lyons the targets 
were Turin railway yards, a bridge 
on the Italian side of the Modane 
tunnel and the track near St.

Victor Emmanuel 


The occupation of Rome - raises
